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EDITORIAL. 

Before I go any further, may I 
publicly apologies to ‘The 
Wheatear’ ‘Alias’ Graham 
Harrop for not including his 
name in the list of thank you's 
in the last issue of SUFOG. 
This was an oversight on behalf 
of the editor, and may I thank 
him for his hard work and dedi¬ 
cation in producing his articles 
that have appeared in the 
newsletter and for Pucks Re¬ 
view. 

Since the last newsletter, there 
have been a number of interest¬ 
ing points that have arisen 
through the press (See further 
notes on press reviews page 7). 

We have seen scientist express 
excitement that the finding of 
water in the far reaches of the 
galaxy, could mean life in outer 
space (see article on page 18). 
Also, a British astronomer, on 
the 7th April predicted that alien 
life will be discovered within the 
next 25 years (according to the 
Daily Mail 8th April) with the 
Darwin Mission. This is a £500 
million project to launch 5 small, 
infra-red telescopes, with 1.5 
meter mirrors, that will be 
launched aboard an Ariane 5 
space rocket from French 
Guyana. They will travel for ap¬ 
prox. 2 years and stop approx. 
400 million miles from the Sun. 
The combination of the 5 tele¬ 
scopes will give the clearest pic¬ 
tures ever to be achieved, even 
clearer than the Hubble tele¬ 
scope. Will we see life, that up 
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until now, has been hidden far be¬ 
yond human expectations... We 
wait, hope and pray that maybe we 
UFOIogists will be vindicated 
come the day, man makes contact... 
Or have we already. .. 

This leads me nicely to the fol¬ 
lowing item of news. The Sun 
newspaper (I know, I smirked at 
the idea too !) carried a 3 day re¬ 
view of a new book to hit the book 
stands called ‘Abducted’ (Nice 
original title... Don’t you agree !!!). 
This concerns a 14 year old boy, 
who, it is claimed, has been ab¬ 
ducted by aliens since the age of 4 
years old. One thing that the arti¬ 
cle in the Sun fails to mention 
(But the Daily Mail did on the 21st 
March) is that : ‘All this has been 
highly profitable. The Andrews

Now all that has changed. The 
money will soon be rolling in. They 


are already guaranteed some 
£60,000 from the book, including 
money from The Sun, who serial¬ 
ized it this week. They have their 
own agent and the celebrity chat 
show circuit beckons’ 

So, I ask myself, why did The 
Sun fail to mention these minor 
points in its ‘Major’ serializa¬ 
tions... I must be getting old and 
cynical, but when I read the story in 
The Sun, I am afraid I have a lot of 
doubts in my mind. I wonder who 
has the most to gain from this al¬ 
leged story, the son, the parents , 
the journalist who helped to write 
the book, or The Sun newspaper ? 
From what I read in The Sun, I will 
not be buying the book, to line 
someone else's pocket. I feel sorry 
for the lad, if he has been pushed 
into revealing ‘HIS’ story, for the 
parents to make money from it. 
Many people seem to be popping 
out of the woodwork to produce 
their own books and the £££££ 
signs start to flash in front of their 
very eyes. This does not do them 
any good, or the world of UFOl- 
ogy. Read the article and the book 
to make up your own minds, but 
mine is already made up I am afraid, 
and this is one book that will not be 
gracing my book shelves in a 
month of Sundays. 

So, the ‘face’ on Mars is a natu¬ 
ral feature ran the headline in 
the Daily Telegraph. ..

The article went 
on to say that.‘it looks like a 
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giant stuffed pepper or a sandal 
print’... ‘The new pictures from 
the Mars Global Surveyor have 
dashed hopes of alien enthusiasts 
who clung to the theory that the 
landmark had been built by 
extra-terrestrial life forms...’ I 
wonder what planet the 
Surveyor was over and were 
these pictures taken over 
Cydonia.

One of the last remain UFO 
magazines available to the 
general public on the open 
shelves ‘Alien Encounters' has 
folded. Following a recent 
conversation with Omar 
Fowler, who confirmed the 
rumors that I have been hearing. 
Alien Encounters has gone the 
way of UFO Reality. It now 
looks like UFO Magazine, has the 
magazine stands to itself 
concerning UFOIogy. I do not 
know if the magazine ‘Sightings’ 
is still going, as I have not seen a 
copy in my local newsagents 
for some time now. So where 
does it leave UFOIogy in the 
high street... Well, I think the 
best magazine available is still 
there on the newsagents shelves 
and I must admit, I will not miss 
Alien Encounters, but, I suppose 
that the letter I wrote to the editor 
a few weeks ago, will not now be 
published. .. Oh well, better luck 
next time.

‘Giant UFO’s Over Southampton 
can’t find parking space at General 
Hospital’ and / or ‘Greys assist 
surg«ons’ ! 

The Sunday People : 26th April, 
ran a good magazine insert of four 
pages on UFO’s, Men In Black, 
Fireballs, heavily larded with 
familiar photos, some of which 
consigned to the “mistaken 
identity” files or hoaxes... however, 
the whole thing lifted nicely from 
Nick Redfern’s new book THE FBI 
FILES which didn’t do the lad any 
harm and gave the enigma a lift up 
too. 

The Daily Mail: quickly followed, 
next day, 27th April, with that 
headlined report on the UFO that 
took off at an alleged 24,000 mph 
when two Dutch F.16’s were 
scrambled, after it had pootled 
along over the North Sea at a mere 
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17,000 mph. ‘Under Control, and 
the size of a battleship, about 
900ft long, and triangular' ! 
“Someone” unidentified said it

The Daily Mail: had a three page 
spread in colour to boot of the 
Face on Mars and Cydonia 
controversy (May 9th) from 
Graham Hancocks new book. 

The Daily Telegraph : had Dr. 
Richard Wiseman and Dr. Julie 
Milton coming up with an expose 
of the flaws in psychic ability, 
ESP, etc, in an Edinburgh 
University (May 8th) while 
coincidentally enough, since 
Editors surely don’t pick each 
others brains first, do they, THE 
DAILY MAIL of the same date 
had a full page excerpt from Colin 
Wilson’s new book, “Alien 
Dawn”, on two scientists who had 


proved such things DID occur, so 
there ! Might depend on who is 
paying you what ? 

The Daily Mail : May 11th and 
another excerpt from Hancocks 
new book... this time the past 
vanished history of earth and its 
occupants due to... wait for it... 
cometary collisions, all the rage in 
the cinemas and TV currently, 
coincidentally ! Since some of this 
sort of thing has close alleged 
connections with other races and 
their technology, i.e : Sphinx, 
Pyramids, etc etc...

In fact, the first crop circle 
formation was recorded on April 
19, 1998 at Weyhill, (near 

Andover) in Hampshire. 

It was discovered in oil seed rape 
consisting of seven ‘circles’ in 2 
separate formations about 108 feet 
apart. 

The UFO Group keeps an avid 
eye on the phenomenon of Crop 
Circles, and if your readers require 
any more information about them 
or information about the group, 
then we can be contacted at the 
address below... 
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Our Children Are Our Future. 

As we grow older, who will fill 
our boots when we become unable 
to carry on with our research. 
There are a number of groups at 
present being set up by teenagers, 
who in my opinion, do not have 
the experience to take up such a 
challenge and get it right. Many 
have appeared in newspapers 
saying, ‘Yes, I saw the UFO and I 
am going to set up my own UFO 
group’.

This is a large format, A4 size 
book, published in 1997, and 
contains many coloured 
photographs and pictures. It has a 
brief look at UFOs Through 
Time, and even looks at 
Messages from Space - i e. Crop 
Circles, Eric Von Daniken, the 
Sphinx and the fairies - from 
outer space ? There is a look at 
recent sightings such as 
Rendlesham Forest, lights over 
Brazil and other sightings. There is 
a look at the types of craft seen. 


UNKNOWN : UFO’S... 
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Close Encounters - Socorro - 
Howard Menger - Hopkinsville. 
There is a look at Encounters and 
conspiracies - Roswell - Men in 
Black - Alien bodies and Snippy 
gets snipped. The last few items 
look at the Types of Aliens and 
Alien Abduction. The final chapter 
‘Is anybody out there’ is interested 
in Life on Mars and the search for 
alien life. The book is indexed, but 
contains no glossary and does not 
have a further reading listing. 
Another ideal book for the 
budding UFOlogist and should be 
added to UFO groups library’s.

A Child’s Reaction. 

As a test for the 4 books I have 
mentioned, I gave my two sons, 
Philip aged 7 and Christopher 
aged 10 the books and said to 
them which one did they like the 
best and why ? 

Christopher ( Aged 10); 

I gave Christopher the 4 books 
to look at and after about 10 
minutes, he chose Dorling 
Kindersley’s book by Colin Wilson 
because of the colourflill pictures, 
it was easy to read and he liked the 
pictures of UFO’s and the aliens. 

Philip (Aged 7): 

I gave the 4 books to Philip, 
who after studying the books 
for about 10 Mins, he decided 
that the liked the Dorling 
Kindersley’s book by Colin 
Wilson, because it had lots of 
pictures, aliens and crop circles. 
He read part of the book with 
only one or two prompts with 
some of the words. 

Obviously every child is 
different, in that they have 


different reading abilities etc, 
and prettier pictures sell more 
books. But remember, our 
children are our future, and if 
the youngsters do not come up 
through the ranks of UFOlogy 
without reading the right 
material, then UFOlogy may 
be lost in time. I am not 
advocating all children must 
read these books, but if you 
have a child between 7-10 years 
who is interested in the subject, 
then these books give you a 
starting point and a few ideas and 
thoughts that may help you 
with introducing the younger 
element of humanity to the 
subject of UFOlogy. I mean, who 
is going to replace the oldies 
like me when I am pushing up the 
daisies ? 

One final thing, for ease of 
reference, I found it somewhat 
disappointing that 3 out of 4 
were indexed. Only 1 of the 
books had a glossary (i.e. 
explanation of the terminology 
used in UFOlogy such as 
explaining the word U.F.O ) and 
only one book had a further 
reading listing. I feel that all 
UFOlogical books aimed at 
younger people should have a 
glossary of terms as well as 
further reading lists to 
encourage further reading. My 
overall favorite book is ‘Usborne 
World of the Unknown’: UFO’s’. 
Lets see how that compares with 
the children's result : Both Chris 
and Philip chose the Dorling 

Kindersley’s book. Oh well, 

you can’t win them all.!!

Since the author’s own UFO 
sighting back in December 1992, 
the subject of UFOs has held a 
deep fascination for him, so 
much so, that he decided to go on 
a one man crusade and delve 
into researching the mysterious 
world of UFO sightings. This 
book, is the culmination of John’s 
efforts and research. It is an 
informative little booklet which 
contains a number of UFO cases 
that John himself has personally 
been involved with. No book on 
Scottish UFO reports would be 
complete without including the 
Bob Taylor UFO Incident of 1979, 
and John presents the case here in 
graphic detail. There is also some 
new information about this 
impressive Scottish case which I 
won’t disclose her, (buy the book 
and find out !). 

The UFO sightings of Joyce 
Byres from Moffat are perhaps 
not so well known to some 
UFOlogists, but I’m pleased to see 
that the author discusses them 
here. This concerns a wave of UFO 
reports in the Dumfries and 
Galloway region of Scotland back 
in the late 1970’s and early 1980’s. 
The author presents some of these 
cases which even today, still 
sound impressive, (I know, I cut 
my teeth on these early UFO 
sightings !!). 

But the big cases in this book are 
that of the A70 Incident which is 
briefly covered here. This concerns 
the abduction of two Edinburgh 
men who came in direct contact 
with a UFO hovering above a road. 
This is an immense case, and John 


discusses it’s implications here. 
Another big case, is that of Andy 
Swan who saw a UFO at close 
quarters of which he then 
telephoned the police who came 
out due to the distress that he was 
in. John informs the reader all 
about this case and one is left with 
the distinct impression, that this 
object clearly was not man made ! 
The UFO sightings at 
Bonnybridge are also briefly 
discussed here and a number of 
new and never before published 
cases are presented for the very 
first time. 

The good points about this book 
must be the information that it 
contains, some of which, as I say, 
is being presented for the very first 
time. My only minor criticism of 
this booklet, is that it has no page 
numbers or table of contents. That 
aside, this is a smashing wee 
publication which will no doubt 
prove to be a hit amongst UFO 
fans young and old alike. A fine 
booklet then, and one worthy of 
gracing anyone’s bookshelf

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Water Water Everywhere!!! 

Much of the press and 
television, during the week of 
the 6th April carried the news 
that results from the European 
Space Agency’s £600 Million 
Infra-red Space Observatory has 
revealed vast quantities of water 
in the deserts of space that 
encourage expectations of alien 
life !

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The Risk of Becoming 

Alienated. 

In the ever changing 
kaleidoscope of information 
and disinformation which besets 
present day UFOlogy, it is 
becoming increasingly difficult 
to “see the wood for the trees”. 
In my capacity as chairman and 
founder of one of the smaller 
UFO groups in this country, I am 
ever conscious of the considerable 
responsibility I have to my 
members, in projecting the 
subject in it’s true light. We need 
to recognize that there are forces 
at work which can easily distort 
the public’s perception of what 
UFOlogy stands for. “The more 
incredible the story, the greater 
the market” seems to be the slide 
rule used by those who are 
motivated by monetary gain. 
The infamous Roswell autopsy 
saga is just one example, which 
fully deserved the ridicule it 
eventually received. However, 
this was not before this 
particular piece of nonsense had 
raked in considerable profits, 
through the gullibility of those 
prepared to pay an extortionate 
fee for the video. 

The responsibility for 
maintaining the UFO 
movement’s credibility lies fairly 
and squarely on those who are in 
the media limelight. Whether 
writing columns in mainstream 
UFO magazines, publishing their 
own books, or speaking at 
conferences or on T.V. programs, 
their influence on public 
consciousness is enormous. The 
vast majority of these ‘experts’ are 
level headed, honest,and unlikely 
to exaggerate the truth, be it 
relating to aliens, UFO incidents or 
the like. Yet, such is the nature of 
the phenomena in general, there 


will always be those who are 
tempted to add an extra ingredient 
to the mixture, and sell it as ‘truth’ 
despite it’s unprovability. Some 
sections of the national press are 
particularly prone to adopting 
a ‘fantasy’ type journalistic 
approach to UFO reports, and 
alleged alien encounters. Such 
accounts are readily recognized 
by mainstream UFOlogists as 
being ‘O.T.T.’ What should 
concern us, is how this affects 
public perception of a subject, 
which in time will undoubtedly 
have a profound effect on each 
and every one of us. 

UFOlogy should not be 
considered a closed unit for the 
exclusive few, who happen to 
consider the subject interesting 
enough to investigate. The 
global network of UFO groups 
provide a visual source of 
learning, which needs to be 
recognized by the public at 
large. We cannot hope to 
attract the average person in 
the street, if the phenomena 
continues to be misrepresented. 
To describe a conference 
committee as ‘Alien Freaks’ or 
perpetuate a belief that our 
planet is under “Alien Threat” 
does nothing to encourage 
people to be associated with 
UFOlogy. Sensationalism sells 
newspapers, but the is exactly 
the point. There remains always a 
‘gullible’ section of the public, 
who having been given the wrong 
message, will, sadly, believe it. 

Suppressed aerial technology, 
which surely accounts for a large 
proportion of UFO sightings, 
will revolutionize our future, 
whenever it is publicly unveiled. 
Until that time, those privy to 
it’s power will continue to guard 
it’s secrets. Whether an element 
of this awesome power, of which 


we have only had glimpses, 
originates from an E.T. source, 
remains unanswered. Evidence 
from dubious ‘witnesses’ it has, is 
at best ‘hearsay’, and therefore, 
like so many claims regarding the 
subject, as much a mystery as the 
phenomenon itself However, the 
E.T. influence on human thinking 
has become an even stranger one, 
since it’s embryo more than fifty 
years ago. The alleged crash of a 
spacecraft, followed by the 
laughable suggestion that aliens 
were allowed to undergo their 
“Abduction Program”, in return 
for information on E.T. 
technology, is now part of UFO 
folklore. Given the thousands of 
abductions carried out since, all 
of which have been successfully 
managed without apprehending 
the perpetrators, the aliens 
hardly needed permission, let 
alone feel obliged to give away 
their technological supremacy. 

Distortion of the truth as an 
effective means of control, has 
been exercised by those in power 
throughout human history. One 
sees elements of it permeating 
all structures of past 
civilizations, and it continues it’s 
invisible course to this day. 
Whether it be religion, fashion, 
consumable, advertising, or media 
one can trace elements which 
influenced and controlled our 
thinking. 

The billion of dollars spent on 
advanced aerial technology in 
America, may well have been 
more than sufficient to produce 
disc shaped crafts, with abilities 
beyond our imagination, without 
any ‘Alien’ help. 

However, to dismiss the alien 
presence out of hand would be 
foolish. How can we deny the 
existence of something, which 
because of it’s apparent nature 
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does not conform to our own 
sense of reality ? Oxygen, 
Nitrogen, and Carbon Dioxide 
form part of the air we breath 
and exhale. If we were ignorant 
of their identity, we would deny 
their existence, yet they are as 
much a part of our environment 
as we are. Many alleged abductees 
describe their alien visitors as 
“suddenly appearing before 
them” or “seeming to float 
through the wall”. If this is 
eventually proved, then they 
clearly operate in a different 
dimension to ours, hence the 
difficulty we have in believing in 
their existence. John E.Mack the 
eminent professor of psychiatry 
recognizes this ‘belief problem 
in his remarkable book 
“Abduction”. He suggests that 
the human species requires a kind 
of cultural ego death. An 
acceptance that we are not the 
pre-eminent intelligent beings, in 
a universe more or less empty of 
conscious life. Perhaps when we 
are willing to accept this 
principal, will we be more ready 
to at least consider some of the 
alleged alien encounters as 
worthy of our closer attention. 

We live in what could almost 
be described as an alien cult. A 
society in which an alarmingly 
increasing array of items can be 
purchased with the now familiar 
“Alien” face. It seems the “Little 
Green Men from Mars” have been 
replaced by the “Little Greys from 
Roswell and alien bases”. The 
alarm bells are ringing ! The fat cats 
of merchandising are getting fatter, 
at the expense of a public who 
are in danger of perceiving 
UFOIogy as a source of 
amusement, rather than the 
intelligent science it undoubtedly is. 
Worldwide, the UFO community 
need to raise the sails of common 


sense when exposed in the public 
arena. The UFO movement relies 
on it’s peers to maintain the respect 
it deserves. Without it, UFOIogy 
will founder on rocks of it’s own 
making. The current slump in 
magazine sales is the result I feel of 
a market that was over subscribed 
from the start, and may well prove 
beneficial in the long run. 

It is my considered opinion, that 
the most effective tool for 
enlightening the public to the merits 
of sound research, is the staging of 
UFO conferences, I applaud those 
who undertake such ventures, for I 
know first hand the immense effort, 
not to mention expense, which 
goes into producing them. 
UFOIogy is extremely fortunate in 
this country in having many highly 
motivated people. Their endeavors 
in reporting facts, providing group 
facilities, not to mention their 
valuable contributions to research, 
ensures that British UFOIogy is 
very much alive. Let us hope 
that all this effort is not 
jeopardized by the few who seek 
to sensationalize, or we run the 
risk of becoming alienated 
ourselves !
